to examine Col. Earle’s full length likene.-s of Gen. Jack­ 


son, painted for ih« city of Washington. 
It is a full length portrait as large as life. 
The Presi­ 
dent i. represented standing on the south front of the Presi­ 


dential mansion, in a fill suit of black— the drees of a ci­ 


vilian— with a military cloak of bine, lined with scarlet, 


gracefully thrown over his shoulders, and open in front so 


as to display his person. 
He is supposed to have just re­ 


turned fr mi a walk; his left hand, without a glove, is rest­ 


ing upon ill« pedestal of a column of the portico; hi. right 


handy gloved, rests npon, and holds# a beautiful black 
cane, a present from a friend at the North. 
His attitude 
eiect, the weight of lira body reposing principally upon the 


right foot. 
Ilia white hat with the crape of mourning, 


which lie has always worn on it since the decease of lira 


partner of his bosom, lays on one of the crimson silk-cov­ 


ered chairs of the mansion, on hi. l ight.
